The rapid expansion of the 
military services has created 
a. i Imperative demand for equal 
expansion of the nursing per- 
sonnel. The quota for Massa- 
chusetts at the present time Is 
163 additional nurses per month. 
Our last figure is for January 
when ion nurses were enrolled. 
How t ills demand Is to be met 
oilers a problem of Increasing 
difficulty throughout the Com- 
monwealth. Each nurse who 
goes Into the military service 
leaves one less for the local 
community, but the community 
need remains approximately un- 
changed by the war situation, 
and in fact is increased in many 
Instances. 

The Newton Committee on 
Nursing for War Service Is 
seeking to meet the situation 
In two ways. One Is to en- 
courage the nurses of our com- 
munity who are qualified to 
enlist in one or another branch 
of the armed forces. The sec- 
ond major endeavor is to sup- 
plement the nursing personnel 
for community services in all 
practicable ways. 

During the past year three 
special courses have been given 
in the Newton Hospital to bring 
nurses who have been out of 
active practice for some time 
up-to-date. These refresher 
courses are paid for by federal 
funds. 

The Newton Committee ex- 
pects another refresher course 
to he given this spring. Any reg- 
istered nurse who is interested 
is asked to write Miss Mabel 
McVlcker, Director of Nurses 
at the Newton Hospital, New- 
ton Lower Falls. 

Whether or not the nurse 
reader feels the need of a re- 
fresher course the committee 
would appreciate hearing from 
her so that they may help her 
fill her niche in the community 
In this nil out effort for victory.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
DIRECTORS’ MEETING 


At the regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors the 
matter of absenteeism in our man- 
ufacturing plants and retail 
stores was thoroughly discussed; 
the consensus of opinion was that 
the larger part of absenteeism 
during the past few months was 
due to the severity of the winter, 
sickness and to the additional fact 
that many of the employees hav- 
ing never worked before were un- 
able to stand the strain of working 
constantly. A11 members were ad- 
vised to check all cases of absen- 
teeism with a view to stopping as 
far as possible unnecessary absen- 
teeism. On the whole it was felt 
that the matter was not serious 
as far its Newton was concerned. 

On Child Care, Dr. Ernest M. 
Morris reported on the work be- 
ing done by the Committee on 
Nutrition and by the Committee 
on the Care of Children of working 
mothers. It was brought out in 
the course of discussion that New- 
ton should not make the same 
mistakes as made in Hartford and 
Springfield where nursery’ schools 
were started previous to making a 
survey of the real need. It was 
felt that the method being fol- 
lowed in Newton of interviewing 
working mothers as to the real 
need of nursery school facilities, 
that a true picture of the situa- 
tion will be obtained. 

In a discussion of the Fuel sit- 
uation, Mr. Irving C. Paul stated 
that until such time as the mat- 
ter of wage increases for the mi- 
nors was settled, no s: m r. . it 
could be made by the Ch imb i 


as to what situation is likely to 
be next Fall and Winter. 

In discussing Social Security 
“From the Cradle to the Grave” 
the feeling was expressed that 
while many of the proposals made 
by the National Resources Board 
should eventually be adopted, that 
the plans were far too broad and 
too costly to be put into operation 
at this time. The complete plan 
as proposed would call for about 
25 Billion Dollars a year, where- 
as at present the taxes for So- 
cial Security amount to about 2 l 4 
Billion Dollars a year. 

On State Legislation it was 
brought out that many of the bills 
affecting business adversely had 
been killed or would be. 

Mr. B. F. Louis reporting for 
the Membership Committee sta- 
ted that while no regular drive 
would be made for members this 
year, the committee were follow- 
ing up a list of companies and in- 
dividuals who would make desira- 
ble members. Not only the direc- 
tors but all members were asked 
by Mr. Louis to consider them- 
selves a member of the commit- 
tee. and to pass on to him any 
desirable prospects. 

The War Transportation Com- 
mittee reported that while em- 
ployment in Industry had more 
than doubled during the past few 
months, the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway Company were 
able to take care of the demands 
placed upon the system, and in 
addition were able to supply suf- 
ficient buses for the Schools, this 
latter was made possible by the 
School authorities changing the 
closing hour of the High School.

WHAT TO DO WITH Germany 
will be increasingly debated as the 
war progresses to its final phases. 

Great cries, of course, will be 
uttered against the so-called 
break ng up of the Reich — as if it 
was ever anything more than a 
conglomeration of tribes, sects 
and states. 

The American people would be 
the first to lash out if the British 
ever had the temerity to propose 
that all English speaking people 
come under the British crown. 
And any suggestion that all Slavs 
become subject to the Soviets 
would be denounced as the basest 
imperialism. So liKewise would 
any effort on the part of a dozen 
other racial and political entities 
to achieve hegemony — including 
the Latin, the Oriental, the Ara- 
bian and the Scandinavian among 
others. 

There is not now and there 
never has been a single homogen- 
ous Germany. Prussia, the East- 
ern Catholic provinces including 
Austria. Protestant Germany and 
other than Prussia, are but three 
of the major Teutonic sectors. 
There is also the Sudetenland 
which, until Hitlers knifing of 
Czechoslovakia, had never before 
belonged to Germany. 

It may be that the best way to 
eradicate the possibility of a 
third World War would be to 
enforce the principle of self-deter- 
mination in German speaking Cen- 
tral Europe. A Republic of Prus- 
sia, its Junker class utterly de- 
stroyed; a cantonized federation 
of spates essentially Lutheran in 
profession; and a Catholic mon- 
archy consisting of Austria and 
adjacent territory would provide a 
reasonably secure Central Europe- 
an pattern. 

Such a political organization, 
espcc ally after Germany’s war- i 
making heavy industry was liqui- I 
dated, would release the natural 
educational forces which, giving 
proper dignity and strength to the 
historic segments of the Teutonic 
speaking peoples, would insure a 
peaceful membership in the fam- 
ily of European nations. 

The principle of self-determina- 
tion enables the Scandinavian 
people, racially, culturally and 


crats, with such old line politicos 
as Rankin. Johnson, Vanden- 
berg, Taft, Clark and Brooks 
leading the reactionaries, backed 
by the Southern plantationists 
and Northern open-shop anti- 
unionists. If either or both par- 
ties should be captured by the re- 
actionaries the greatest re- 
alignment in the history of Am- 
erican politics is sure to ensue, 
with the breaking up of either 
or both major parties a certain- 
ty.

Watch Ohio 

The pivotal state of Ohio is al- 
ways an important factor in 
Presidential election. 1944 will be 
no exception. Furthermore, it is 
not too early to be discussing this 
topic. My readers will recall that 
I dwelt at some length on the 
career of Ohio’s Junior Senator, 
Harold H. Burton of Cleveland in 
. last week's column. Burton was 
> suddenly catapulted into the lime- 
light by his sponsorship of the so- 
called Hatch - Hill - Ball - Burton 
resolution in the United States 
Senate. Numerous repercussions 
followed. One nationally-featured 
columnist immediately called at- 
tention to the fact that Burton's 
current activity would seem to in- 
dicate a split in Republican ranks 
in Ohio. Robert A. Taft, Senior 
Senator from that state and, in- 
cidentally. the man whom Wen- 
dell L. Willkie finally beat for the 
G.O.P. nomination in 1940, is still 
labelled as an isolationist. Gov- 
ernor John W. Bricker, considered 
by many commentators as one of 
the leading aspirants for the nom- 
ination in 1944, is busily engaged 
in straddling any and all fences. 
Nobody seems to know just where 
Bricker stands on any important 
issue. I do not consider this smart 
politics. Maybe it was a decade 
ago, but not now. Voters prefer 
a straight-shooting, forthright in- 
dividual like Willkie, Stassen or 
Saltonstall. Harold Burton, the 
third prominent political personal- 
ity in Ohio has now definitely 
aligned himself with the liberal 
wing of the Republican party. 
Consider the possible implications. 
Will Burton cold-shoulder his 
fellow Senator, Robert A. Taft, as 
the latter promotes the candidacy 
of Gov. Bricker, and align himself 
with the Willkie wing of the G. 
O.P. ? If he does, what effect will 
his stand have on the Bricker can- 
didacy ? Can Bricker get anywhere 
at all with a divided Ohio delega- 
tion? It seems doubtful, to say 
the least. I wonder what would 
happen if I queried Senator Bur- 
ton personally. 

One final thought before leav- 
ing this subject. As matters stand 
today, it seems to me that 1944 
will provide a crisis in the Repub- 
lican party. Right now Willkie 


was promptly traced to its source. 
It contained a quotation from a 
recent O’Hara column in the Bos- 
ton Traveler, as follows: “C.G.M., 
Boston, reports seeing movie advs. 
to the effect that "7 miles from 
Alcatraz” was playing at a Back 
Bay theatre and “4 miles from 
Alcatraz” in a Brookline cinema 
house. That would make Alcatraz 
somewhere in Newton, the way ho 
figures it out.” (The source of this 
deviltry was a prominent Brook- 
line politician, who has always 
been jealous- of our fair city!)

Washington — Close political 
observers are of the opinion that 
the Eden-Roosevolt conversation 
may determine the success of the 
entire postwar pattern as laid 
down by the Atlantic Charter. 
The first result of these talks is 
expected to pave the way for 
a real rapprochement between 
Russia, Great Britain and the 
United Slates. There is no need 
to hide the fact that while these 
three great powers are cooperat- 
ing in their efforts to win the 
war, there is not, however, the 
complete unity between all the 
United Nations at present that 
is needed to reach a genuine un- 
derstanding on postwar prob- 
lems. 

Also encouraging is the initia- 
tive taken by the Senate with re- 
gard to the postwar problems of 
the United Nations. Unlike the 
attitude taken by the Senate to- 
ward Woodrow Wilson 25 years 
ago, the Senate is now urging 
President Roosevelt to take the 
lead in organizing the United 
Nations. These moves are non- 
political and were initiated by 
the leaders of both parties. 

Such straightforward moves by 
the Senate are bound to inspire 
public confidence in its mem- 
bers and give hope to the weak- 
er nations of the world that 
American leadership will stand nv 
the Atlantic Charter.

From Poland: On February 3, 
1943, the Nazi authorities in the 
General Government of Poland 
issued an appeal inviting the 
Polish population to register on 
the German “Volksliste” (Ger- 
man National List) before 
March 15. 

This appeal states that Ger- 
man “scientific research” has es- 
tablished that the population of 


Central Poland is of German de- 
scent, Polonized in the course of 
centuries by adopting Polish 
customs, the Polish language and 
Polish names. Hitler himself, 
the appeal promises, will hence- 
forth take the population of the 
General Government under his 
personal protection and grant 
them “some political freedom.” 
Nothing is said of the precise 
nature of this "freedom." 

* * * 

In order to provide the Aus- 
trian town of Linz, where Hit- 
ler went to school, with an art 
collection, the Germans have 
looted a number of old masters 
from the Netherlands. Acting 
upon Hitler’s instructions to ob- 
tain desirable works for the Linz 
Gallery, Hans Posse, the former 
director of the Dresden Gallery, 
rounded up some twelve hundred 
paintings, says Goebbel’s publica- 
tion, Das Reich. The German 
works, except for one by young 
Holbein, are mostly unimpor- 
tant; but works by Cranach, Van 
Dyck, Rubens, Rembrandt and 
Vermeer which originated in the 
“racially related Netherlands, 
g've the gallery its character,” 
Das Reich reported. Among the 
gallery’s acquisitions are Rem- 
brandt’s “Titus,” Lucas Cranach 
the Elder’s “Venus and Armor," 
and Vermeer’s “The Painter in 
His Studio.”

WALTER PIERCE REPORTS: 
Despite the Nazi policy of dis- 
couraging • Christianity, mem- 
bership in the Calvinist church- 
es of the Netherlands increased 
in 1942 by 11,000 to a total of 
684,505. The Nieuwe Rotter- 
damsche Courant of February 1 
said that crowded services had 
made it necessary for church 
councils to inaugurate additional 


services.. In the composing room 
of a certain largo metropolitan 
newspaper a proofreader found a 
slug marked “Herbie” over a 
story about cx-President Hoover. 
“Change that slug immediately” 
came the order from above. “It’s 
irrelevant.” The first time in 
the memory of the older news- 
papermen that a “slug” has been 
edited.... A Dutchman who es- 
caped to England at the end of 
January related the following 
story which is circulating 
throughout Washington. A man, 
fed up with conditions, tried to 
commit suicide. First he tried 
to hang himself, but the “ersatz 
rope broke under his weight. Next 
he threw himself into a canal, 
but his “ersatz” suit, made of 
wood, kept him afloat. In disgust 
he bought some poison from a 
drug store, but that was er- 
satz” too, and had no effect. Fi- 
nally he gave up the idea of sui- 
cide and started to live on his 
ration coupons. As a result he 
died within a month.

Posthumous D.S.C. 
Medal To Mother 
Of Lt. G. E. Duane 


The Distinguished Service 
Modal awarded posthumously by 
order of Lieut. Gen. Dwight Eis- 
enhower to Lieut. George E. Du- 
ane was presented to his mother, 
Mrs. Ella M. Duane of 216 Riv- 
er st., West Newton, on Wednes- 
day morning, March 24, by Maj. 
General Sherman Miles, com- 
manding general of the First 
Service Command, in a ceremony 
at his headquarters, 808 Com- 
monwealth ave., Boston. 

Lieut. Duane, who was 24 years 
of age. and the youngest of Mrs. 
Duane’s four sons, who are all 
in the service, was killed in ac- 
tion in French Morocco on Nov. 
10. 1942. 

The citation awarded by Lt. 
Gen. Eisenhower reads as fol- 
lows : 

"At Kasha, Mehdia, French 
Morocco, on Nov. 10, 1942, Lieut. 
Duane distinguished himself by 
extraordinary heroism in action 
against an armed enemy. Having 
completed his assignment mission 
of checking wire communications, 
Lieut. Duane volunteered to get 
information on artillery targets. 
He went forward to do so, going 
beyond ordinary limits to find an; 
observation point of vantage. Ttu 
reach such a point Lieut. Duane 
had to pass through enemy small 
arms and machine-gun fire. This 
he did with complete disregard for 
his personal safety. He was killed 
by enemy small arms fire before 
he could return to* the batteries 
with the information he had ob- 
tained." 

Lieut. Duane was graduated 
from the Newton High School in 
1937 and from Harvard College 
with the class of 1941. He was 
a member of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps while at Harvard and went 
into active service shortly after

ment to care for wounded. In the 
present war they sent their first 
hundred men in November 1941, 
via Capetown to Cairo and service 
in Africa. Two other units with 
63 men sailed in January and in 
all 25 units with hundreds of men 
have gone up to last October. 
Many of these men drove ambu- 
lances with tht?’ front troops 
throughout every battle and they 
have been trained and used on 
.other fronts, especially in the Near 
East. 

The letters sent back by these 
.drivers give as stirring and hot 
a picture of real battle as any- 
thing that has come from the 
War areas. 

Porter Jarrell sailed for Africa 
many months ago, volunteering 
for this service. He was a gradu- 
ate of the Newton High School 
1937, after attending the Cabot 
Street Grade School and the Jun- 
ior High School and he had his 
first three years in Middlebury 
College but left before graduat- 
ing. He served as reporter for the 
Washington Post for 6 months. 

He has been unwilling to tell 
any details of his work with the 
Field Service but the following 
account was sent by one of his 
friends who drives in the same 
unit with Jarrell. He wrote his 
father on Long Island and in- 
cluded this tribute to Jarrell’s 
bravery and ability in rescuing 
the wounded from advanced posi- 
tions. 

It is the kind of thing that New- 
tonville boys are doing today in 
many parts of the world. 

Extracts from a letter written 
by one of Porter Jarrell’s friends 
in the Middle East on February 
12th, 1943: 

“We have had some time now 

to rest up here in Tripoli

With $116,750 collected and 
contributions still coming in, the 
Newton Red Cross War* Fund 
went “over the top” at the end of 
s x weeks intensive campaigning.

However, 
we want them to know how much 
we appreciate all they have 
done.’’ 

Mr. Floyd went on to say that 
Red Cross is proud of the fact that 
they have raised the quota at an 
expense of less than 1 per cent. 
In paying a special tribute to h s 
committee, he also acknowledged 
the material aid and advice given 
him by the Community Chest 
Committee. “It is another proof," 
he added, “of the greatest coop- 
eration between all the civic en- 
terprises in Newton.” 

Industrial Employees Give To 
Fund 

It has been most gratifying the 
way employees in the big indus- 
tries in Newton have supported 
the War Fund. Raytheon is an 
example, for last week on pay- 
day, over $1200 was contributed 
by the employees from their pay 
envelopes. A very large number 
af these contributors— as is true 
in the other companies through- 
out the City— live outside of New- 
ton, yet they raised substant'al 
sums to support the work of the 
Newton Chapter. 

Another non-Newton group con- 
tributing to the local Fund were 
the Women’s Ordnance Workers 
training in Newtonville. These 
women had all given to Red Cross 
in the r own home towns, yet they 
gave additional donations to the 
Newton Fund to help it reach its 
goal. 

As part of the nation-wide mov- 
ing p cture theatre program, the 
Newton Paramount and West 
Newton theatres had special Red 
Cross exercises during the past 
week. After an appeal on the 
screen by Eddie Rickenbacker, a 
collection was taken from the au- 
dience. About $1000 was added to 
the Fund from this source.

A new wartime course. PER- 
SONNEL TRAINING FOR WOM- 
EN. will begin April 21 at Babson 
Institute, it was announced today 
by the administration. For those 
women who desire to get into per- 
sonnel work but do not know how 
to go about it. this course will 
point the way’. It is designed for 
women who prefer working in an 
office rather than a factory, and 
dealing with people rather than 
things.

The schedule 
takes only five mornings a week 
so that home-makers and women 
with other responsibilities may- 
take the course and also meet 
other demands on their time dur- 
ing the ten week period.

Motorists Must 
Shield Lights 

“The recently published threats 
from Berlin of bombings in store 
for the northeastern sections of 
our country should bring home to 
the public the importance of care- 
ful compliance with the dimout 
regulations,’’ stated Colonel Har- 
old G. Storke, Director of the In- 
ternal Security Division for the 
First Service Command. “Fur- 
thermore, despite the absence of 
similar published threats of in- 
creased submarine activity off our 
coast, I believe the elimination of 
skyglow as a protection for our 
shipp ng is of even more vital im- 
portance. These twin dangers can 
be greatly reduced if each citizen 
in the dimout areas will cooperate 
In reducing to a minimum all the 
lighting under his control.” 

“The improper shielding of auto- 
mobile headlights is the most no- 
ticeable deficiency in the dimout 
enforcement during recent weeks,” 
Colonel Storke continued. “There 
are far too many cases in which 
the paint covering the upper one- 
half of the lenses is either too thin 
to be opaque or is of such quality 
that it has chipped off extensive- 
ly. When paint is used, it should 
be renewed when necessary, and 
this may be as often as every 
month. The condition of this 
shielding should be inspected by 
the owner very frequently.” 

“All owners of automobiles 
should realize that unless the pres- 
ent very lenient restrictions re- 
sult in a sufficient reduction of the 
light coming from these sources, 
more stringent regulations must 
be imposed, even at the expense 
of public safety on the highways. 
If all drivers will comply fulyl and 
satisfactorily with the present reg- 
ulations, they will not only avoid 
possible prosecution and severe 
penalties, but also the imposing of 
greater inconvenience and more 
drastic control of these lights.”

$175,000 Voted From 
Surplus Account To 
Reduce 1943 Tax Levy 


The request of Mayor Paul M. 
Goddard for an appropriation of 
$175,000 from the c ty surplus ac- 
count to be used toward reduction 
of the tax levy for 1943 was 
granted by the Newton Board of 
Aldermen at its meeting on Mon- 
day evening. 

The city surplus this year totals 
approximately $1,200,000 which is 
about double the amount of the 
surplus last year. The record sur- 
plus has accumulated largely 
from the return of unexpended 
funds to the c ty treasury from the 
various city departments. 

The board elected Alderman 
Theodore R. Lockwood as acting 
president after the meeting had 
been callecj to order by City Clerk 
Frank M. Grant, who announced 
that President Charles B. Floyd 
is act ng mayor during the ab- 
sence of Mayor Paul M. Goddard 
and Vice-president Joseph B. Ja- 
mieson had left for a vacation in 
the South.

FURTHER 

War Restrictions 

ON 

Telephone Service 



All telephone service installed or recon- 
nected on and after April 15th will be on a 
temporary basis, according to a War Pro- 
duction Board order, dated March 25, 1943. 

This means that in the case of such temporary services, 
the Telephone Company may find it necessary to change 
a customer’s grade of service (for example, as from a pri- 
vate to a party line), or to remove the telephone entirely. 
Naturally, such action would generally be taken only if it 
became necessary to recover facilities required for essen- 
tial needs of persons in direct defense, or responsible for 
public w elfare or security. 

The order also limits the number of telephones that 
may be installed within certain areas. This automatically 
stops installations in such areas as may have reached al- 
ready the prescribed limit of telephones. As telephones 
now in service in such areas are removed, new installa- 
tions may replace them from waiting lists which will be 
maintained. 

Further installation, or reconnection, of residence ex- 
tensions is prohibited, and when an instrument on the 
premises cannot be reconnected, it will be necessary to 
remove it. 

Further restrictions are imposed on the installation of 
dial switchboards and teletypewriters. 


These restrictions will inconvenience some people. It will 
be pin t of their sacrifice for Victory. If you should be affected, 
we know we shall have your understanding co-operation as 
we continue our own effort to hold telephone service to the 
highest possible standard.

THE UNITED STATES will be 
the power of balance in the post- 
war balance of power! 

Remove America, through one 
form or another of isolationism, 
from participation in world prob- 
lems, and the Br tish Empire 
will be compelled to orient its for- 
eign policy in the direction of So- 
viet Russia. Affil ation between 
the British and Russ ans will of 
necessity force the Chinese to do 
the same. 

Thus would an American iso- 
lation sm drive two of its three 
principal allies toward identifica- 
tion with Sovietism rather than 
with Amercan Jeffersonian dem- 
ocracy. 

Quite the reverse will happen if 
the United States accepts its 
share of world leadership after 
the war. Great Britain will gra- 
v'tate toward the United States 
albeit eager, to cooperate with 
Russia in Eastern Europe. China, 
traditional friend of the United 
States, will become the Far East- 
ern bast on of democracy. The 
regenerated nations, particularly 
France. Holland. Poland, Norway 
nnd Greece, trusting in the 
strength and good neighborliness 
of the United States, will simi- 
larly lend the r support to the 
democratic cause. 

Of necessity Russia will have 
to move and adjust itself accord 
ingly. 

The United States, in other 
words, has it with n its power to 
compel the major peoples of the 
world to unite for the mainten- 
ance of peace and the making of 
a better world. 

That the British, endlessly wise 
in the art of polit'cal divination, 
realize that thev must link them- 
selves in considerable permanen 
cv with the Un : ted States and/or 
Russia is made pla n in Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill’s 
March 21st address in which he 
suggested the organization of re- 
rr'onal councils for Europe and 
Asia with the obvious inference 
that a similar council of Western 
Hemisphere nations, possibly an 
enlarged and re-enforced Pan- 
Amer can Union, would follow as 
a natural consequence. Clearly, 
the three regional councils. Eu- 
ropean, Asiatic and New World, 
would join in a powerful world 
organization which would estab- 
lish and ma'ntain world law and 
order. 

It will he a great temptation 
♦ o political charlatans to sell 
weary postwar electorate a brand 
of isolationism which, sim lar to 
that which followed the last war, 
contributed so generously to the 
r.:.i!;Ing cf tho present war. To 
achieve such a nefarious purpose 
all manner of demagogues may 
be expected to jo'n up under a 
single banner for the purpose of 
sabotaging world liberalism, in

Spangler vs. Walker 

A better caption rpight be "A 
Fourth Term.” However, it oc- 
curs to me that many of my read- 
ers may not know who these two 
distinguished gentlemen are, de- 
spite their political prominence. 
Harrison E. Spangler is the chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee and Frank C. Walker, 
better known, probably, as Post- 
master General, is the chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee. Of late, these two men 
have been indulging in a public 
discussion relative to the length 
and breadth of the Presidential 
campaign in 1944. Mr. Walker 
proposes a rather brief campaign 
and Mr. Spangler indicates that he 
agrees in principle PROVIDED 
that the Democrats will agree to 
eliminate Mr. Roosevelt from the 
picture by guaranteeing that he 
will decline to run to succeed 
himself. Needless to state, Mr. 
Walker does not have any inten- 
tion whatsoever of making such 
a guarantee. Altho’ I have no ac- 
cess to the inner circles of the De- 
mocracy, either here or else- 
where. I would gladly wager my 
shirt or even al my shirts, that 
Mr. Roosevelt is planning to run 
for a fourth term and that all 
except a few Southern Democrats 
are even now prepared to step 
one side for him. If that is correct, 
it is obvious that it would be a 
Godsend to the Democracy if the 
G. O. P. could be inveigled into 
running a very short campaign. 
Such a campaign would make it 
difficult to educate the general 
public against a fourth term. 
Also, it would make it necessary 
for the Republicans to move ra- 
pidly in their tremendous task of 
securing unity within their ranks 
and building up whatever candi- 
date the lightning may strike. 

At this point let me digress 
for a moment. The Republicans 
would have a fairly simple prob- 
lem if all hands would unite on 
the man who appears, even now, 
to be the people’s choice, namely, 
Wendell L. Willkie. He has had 
a perfectly tremendous build-up 
already, both as the 1940 candi- 
date and as a word-wide figure of 
substantial influence ever since 
1940. Unfortunately, however, 
there are many, many so-called 
G. O. P. leaders throughout the 
ountry who appear to be more in- 
terested in blocking Willkie than 
they are in promoting him. That, 
of course, is their privilege IF 
they can show cause for such ac- 
tion and can produce a better man 
to fight against Mr. Roosevelt’s 
fourth term. How in the world 
they figure that they can do any 
such thing is what puzzles and 
worries your columnist. Gov. 
Dewey of New York, who was 
most unpopular with some of the 
same gentry who have always 
bucked Willkie prior to a few 
months ago, is suddenly receiving 
favorable notice from the "block 
Willkie” crowd. That is curious, 
is it not ? He is the same Dewey 
as before. As for Senator Taft of 
Ohio, it is utterly impossible for 
me to visualize the nomination of 
this estimable siaiesman. He is 
as colorless as clear water and he 
is still a confirmed isolationist. 
The Republicans might as well 
engage a funeral parlor right now 
if they plan to put him over at the 
convention. Gov. Stassen will be 
tied up in the Navy. Gov. Brick- 
er of Ohio tries to be all things to 
all people and nobody has the 
slightest idea what he thinks about 
any national issue of importance. 
He is, of course, committed to a 
policy of rigid economy and gen- 
eral governmental efficiency. So 
should everybody. He is undoubt- 
edly a very good governor. That, 
however, may also be said of our 
own Governor Saltonstall, even 
tho’ he did pass favorably on the 
recent legislative raid on the state 
treasury. (Yes, "the Boys” now 
have another three hundred and 
sixty smackers, as Bill Cunning- 
ham would say.) There are a 
great many good Republican 
governors in the country today. 
Gov. Sewall of Maine is more than 
just good. A G. O. P. candidate 
for tho Presidency should, in my 
opinion, be rather more than just 
a good governor. He should be 
well known nationally. He should 
have definite and intelligent views 
on all current international prob- 
lems. He should have a strong 
and pleasing personality. He 
should have the health and 
strength to wage a long and st ren- 
uous campaign. He should have 
a strong appeal to independent 
voters and, if possible, to regular 
Democrats. 

Well, think it over. Who, 
apart from Willkie, fills the bill ? 
Our own Governor comes closer 
than most of them, hut he would 
require ten times the build-up that 
Willkie would, if nominated. 

Let's consider the Democrats 
for a moment. If you leave Mr. 
Roosevelt out of the picture, what 
do you have? Practically noth- 
ing. Jim Farley might love to 
have the nomination, but he has u 
very, very slim chance. If nom- 
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Washington — Prodded by spring 
weather now prevailing in the 
Capital, the cherry blossoms, 
which in peacetime draw thou- 
sands of vis tors, have broken out 
in full bloom to give war crowd- 
ed Washington a slight touch of 
spring fever.

These show signs of promise — to 
the German people — that no point 
in the area they dom nate is safe 
from the thunderous raids of the 
R. A. F. and U. S. airmen. We 
also draw certain conclusions from 
the statement by Nazi officials 
that no details of any kind would 
be released on the raids on Ber- 
1 n The Nazis further reveal that 
Ail ed parachutists are landing in 
Norway, France, the Netherlands, 
also that British and American 
saboteurs are being aided and 
sheltered by the natives. All of 
whch can only point to the sim 
pie fact that spring and good 
fighting weather is near.

According to information re- 
cently uncovered by the National 
Council of American Shipbu ld- 
ers, the first salute the flag of 
the United States received from 
a foreign power was rendered at 
Quibron Bay, France. 

The flag to win the salute flew 
proudly from the mast of the frig- 
ate Ranger, Captain Paul Jones 
commanding. The Ranger was one 
of the few ships of the line of 
the United States of America, 
the newest nation in the world 
and about the most friendless. 

Jones may have gambled a bit 
in first ordering a salute. Had 
not the salute been promptly re- 
turned Captain Paul Jones would 
have found h mself in a most hu- 
miliating position. 

White smoke drifted lazily from 
the guns of the Ranger and Cap- 
tain Jones and his men stood at 
attenton. Their nerves were 
tense as they wa ted. 

There was an answering thun- 
der of heavy guns from the French 
frigate. Nine explosions rolled 
across the harbor and the men of 
both ships cheered loud and lus- 
tily. 

Thus was history made. The 
date was February 14, 1778. . For 
the first time the flag of the Uni- 
ted States had received a salute 
from a foreign power — France!

Ruane, 77 Walnut st., where his 
31st annual flower show is being 
held this week. 

Having organized the green- 
house in 1910, Mr. Ruane offered 
his first flower show in 1912, and 
has been continuing ever since. 
“People like flowers — and I’m here 
to see that they can get them,” 
he declared. 

In the doorway of the hot-house

Mr. Ruane attributes the plen- 
tiful supply and choice selection 
to his “cash and carry” system. 
Because of the gas shortage, he 
cannot deliver as many of the 
orders as he used to. So, he offers 
a minimum reduction of 8.50 on 
all plants if the customer will call 
for his own purchase. 

Growing only about 1 per cent 
of his total salable merchandise, 
Mr. Ruane buys from many grow- 
ers. His method is to pay a prem- 
ium for the choicest flowers, and 
to sell at a smaller margin than 
most other houses. “I believe in 
volume" is his answer. 

On the 3Va acres surrounding 
the house are grown 600,000 an- 
nuals for use as summer flowers, 
in funerals, hospitals, weddings, 
and churches. Also cultivated are 
tomato, lettuce, onion, cabbage 
and broccoli plants for the Victory 
gardener. 

When all the grounds are bloom- 
ing in midsummer, Mr. Ruane says 
that “artists are out here almost 
every day sketching, camera 
fiends are taking color movies, 
and people are strolling up and 
down the walks.’’ 

Before the war, most of the 
lilies werfr imported from the Jap- 
anese island of Formosa, and 
three-fourths of a million tulip 
bulbs were brought from Holland. 


Members of the Newton Kiwanis 
Club with their wives and friends 
gathered at a banquet at the Y. 
M. C. A. last Tuesday evening to 
celebrate their 17th anniversary. 
The local club was chartered by 
Kiwanis International on April 
21, 1926, and has been one of the 
leading service clubs in Newton 
since that time.

Mr. Lake was in 
England during many of the heavy 
bombing raids and described the 
results of some of these raids as 
well as the way in which the Eng- 
lish people §tood up under some 
of these terrifying experiences. 
He had nothing but praise for the 
English people and their bulldog 
fighting ability. 

International Trustee James P. 
Gallagher also spoke and dis- 
cussed the opportunities wtyich 
Kiwanis have today for serving 
their country and for building the 
Anjierjen of tomorrow. lie de- 
ermod some of the work that Ki- 
vvanis International was under- 
taking and promoting. 

District Governor Rob Roy was 
an honored guest. He congrat- 
ulated the Newton Club on their 
record of seventeen years and said 
that he had in the past received 
a lot of inspiration, particularly 
from International Trustee Jim 
Gallagher who is a member of the 
local club. He said that Kiwanis 
work throughout New England 
was so newhat handicapped by 
war. but on the whole was pro- 
ceeding in a highly satisfactory 
manner. 

The meeting was presided over 
by President James Riggs. Mr. 
Benjamin Louis, Chairman of the 
Program Committee, announced 
that Lieut. Gov. Harold Hall of 
the Fifth Division would attend 
the April 27th meeting of the local 
club and deliver the address. 


Mr. Charles D. Kepner, one of 
the founders of Camp Frank A. 
Day, who has been chairman of 
the Camp Committee throughout 
its history, announced his retire- 
ment to the Board of Directors of 
the Newton Y.M.C.A. at their 
meeting last week. In 1916, along 
with a group of several other men, 
he helped to choose the site for 
what is now one of the outstand- 
ing boys’ camps in New England.

“Newton will have 12,000 gar- 
dens this year,” prophes’ed Wil- 
liam R. Cole in his speech at the 
Victory Garden rally in Newton 
High. Wednesday, April 14. 

“Home gardens will provide 
60 per cent of the nation’s fruit 
and vegetable supply for domes- 
tic consumption. Thousands of 
families will have their own V ; c- 
tory gardens all over the coun- 
try.” 

Mr. Cole explained that “Of all 
food crops raised last year by 
farmers, the government has ear- 
marked 35 per cent. Of all canned 
products — 50 per cent. 

“Anything, therefore, that can 
be grown in this d’strict is nec- 
essary, and of value.” 

The Newtonville Improvement 
Association, besides sponsoring 
Mr. Cole, provided a display of 
V ctory Garden information 
booths in the High School gym- 
nasium. Mr. William R. Matt- 
son, chairman of the meeting, ar- 
ranged for the following men and 
women to answer the questions of 
onlookers: Mrs. Edgar S. Burk- 
hardt, and Mrs. Mae Mahady for 
Candy and Food Preserving. Mrs. 
George W. Hinman and Mrs. Bar- 
bara Favour for Nutrition, Mr. 
William Tomlinson for Garden 
Pests. Mr. Mathew F. Ruane for 
Planting. Mr. Wilson for Land 
avaiable for planting, and C. R. 
Mason for Bird Life. 

Each of the booths displayed 
samples and written material 
relative to its subject. Mr. Wil- 
son, in the land available for plant- 
ing booth, had a large, detailed 
map of the city of Newton tacked 
to the wall, upon which empty city 
lots were marked in red. He also 
had with him the necessary pa- 
pers to be s gned before the land 
might be used. 

In the planting section. Mr. 
Ruane had a large wooden box 
within which were a number of 
living, growing plant samples. 

C. R. Mason at the B rd booth 
had the largest collection of infor- 
mation and interesting pamphlets. 

And in the center of the gym 
was a beaut ; ful. 3 dimensional, oil 
nainting of an ideal Victory Gar- 
den. In front of the picture stood 
2 miniature gardeners — a man and 
his wife — their tools, the harvest- 
ed vegetables, and the canned 
products. 

Information volunteered by Mr. 
Cole and the authorities of the 
booths concerning the develop- 
ment of victory gardens includ- 
ed: 

What To Grow 

The most important vegetable 
for the home gardener is the to- 
mato. No other crop gives as 
much food and as valuable food 
for the money, time, and labor in- 
vested. Tomatoes, too. are easily 
canned. 

Other vitamin laden musts are: 
snap beans, carrots, cabbages, rad- 
shes, lettuce and beans, sweet 
potatoes, potatoes and sweet com 
are also among the best energy 
foods, but are not recommended 
for the small garden because 
they require considerable space. 

Ration point values for canned 
vegetables should be considered 
when deciding which crops to 
grow. One tomato plant is equal 
to 48 points. Kentucky Wonder 
snap beans carry 10 points per 
hill. Carrots and beets are 10

Tools 

During wartime metals and 
tools are scarce. Only minimum 
requirements should be bought 
and all tools should be kept clean 
and well-oiled. 

A hoe, a spade, and a rake are 
the only essentials. 

Plans for Gardens 

Approximately 1000 square 
feet of garden for each person 
should determine the size of the 
plot. 

The average back yard garden 
of 1500 square feet will produce 
about 300 pounds of vegetables. 
To support the normal family 3200 
square feet are needed — and if 
canning, stocking, and preserving 
are planned, 5000 square feet are 
essential. 

A 5000 square foot garden to 
run smoothly requires about 200 
hours of labor covering about 
200 working days. A conscien- 
tious one hour per day should 
take care of the labor problem. 

If possible, a sunny area, away 
from trees, should be chosen. 

Your own backyard is first 
choice, but next best is sharing 
land, labor and produce with a 
neighbor. If neither of those is 
possible, the community garden 
can be as effective. 

Preparation and Fertilization 

The soil should be plowed or 
spaded to a depth of at least 8 

inches. 

The best way to improve the 
soil is by adding barnyard ma- 
nure each year. If no manure is 
available, humus should be add- 
ed. If l : tt!e manure or humus is 
used, fertilizer is necessary. The 
only chemical fertilizer available 
to the home gardener this year is 
the Victory Garden Fertilizer 
which can be used only for food 
production. 

Cultivation should be shallow 
and frequent enough to thorough- 
ly control the weeds. 

Pest Control 

Clean culture, proper garden 
management and the use of 
sprays will control plant diseases 
such as mildew and blight, and 
insect pests such as the Japanese 
Beetle, the Cabbage worm, and 
the European corn-borer. 

A hand duster or a small 
knapsack sprayer is the only tool 
necessary. Covering all parts of 
the plant with the dust or spray 
is essential if complete control is 
desired. 

Hints for Successful Gardening 

Make every foot of land work 
all the t me. Grow short season 
vegetables before, after, or with 
the long season crops. Grow fast 
growing crops between the rows 
of slower growing crops. 

Plant more seed than is re- 
quired. 

Make the row’s straight. 

Do not crowd. 

Home Storage — Dehydration and 
Canning 

For successful storage, the veg- 
etables must be mature and free 
from cuts, bruises and injuries 
from insects or diseases. 

Because of the shortage of tin, 
dehydration, or drying, is being 
used widely and successfully. Cab- 
bage. on ons, carrots and sweet 
potatoes can be dehydrated on a

Mrs. H. E. Cunningham,* Tent 
2, of Newton, was honored by 
having one of their members, Mrs. 
Velma MacKay, elected Depart- 
ment Junior Vice President, Mrs. 
MacKay has been very active in 
the Daughters of Union Veter- 
ans, both in Newton, and the 
State Department. 

At the present time she is serv- 
ing her eighth consecutive year as 
president of the Newton Post, 
and her third term as secretary 
of the Veterans Council of New- 
ton. 

The next meeting of Tent 2, 
D. of U. V., will be held Satur- 
day, May 8th, at 2:30 p. m. in 
the Memorial B uilding , Newton 
City Hall, and plans will be made 
for Memorial Day, and a full re- 
port of the convention will be 
given. 


THE EXECUTION of the Polish 
labor leaders, Ehrlich and Alter, 
by the Soviet government, betrays 
a schism in the ranks of the Unit- 
ed Nations people, which unless 
corrected by n major ideological 
operation, will grow greater and 
more dangerous as the war comes 
into its final stages. 

The legal murder of Ehrlich and 
Alter has deep significances. For 
one thing it is a direct blow at the 
free labor movements as organized 
in the democratic countries, which 
have historically proved them- 
selves anti-totalitarian. For an- 
other, it is a step in the direction 
of eliminating Polish intellectuals 
who would be a political nuisance 
when the peace conference reach- 
ed the task of re-constituting of 
the conquered nations, the Polish 
Republic among them. 

But regrettable as was the kill- 
ing of Ehrlich and Alter when 
viewed in the light of much needed 
United Nations unity, more re- 
grettable and certainly more pa- 
thetic, was the supine lip service 
paid by American Communists 
leaders in the Red whitewashing 
campaign which followed an- 
nouncement of the executions. 
Hewing to its established line of 
reflecting official Moscow opinion, 
even when essential facts are not 
available to it, American Com- 
munists again showed their moral 
and social bankruptcy by standing 
all-out at the side of the execu- 
tioners though labor leaders and 
liberals the world over denounced 
the Soviet’s Star Chamber kill- 
ings. 

Instituting its customary smear 
campaign, in the wake of its cus- 
tomary rubber-stamp approval of 
Soviet action, American Commun- 
ist leadership heaped slurs upon 
American working men who re- 
fused to be stampeded into ap- 
proving the killing of Ehrlich and 
Alter. The smear campaign reach- 
ed its height after David Dubin- 
sky, president of the International 
Ladies Garment Workers, de- 
nounced the executions as a “black 
crime”. Speaking at a mass meet- 
ing at which scores of outstanding 
American liberals were present, 
Dubinsky said, “As free American 
citizens, as workers and as demo- 
crats, in registering our fiery pro- 
test against their execution, we 
shall assert and re-assert to the 
end of time our unshakable belief 
in their innocence and their stain- 
less idealism. Ehrlich and Alter 
died as martyrs. They died because 
even at the price of life itself 
they would not renounce their 
convictions, the principles of a 
free democratic world." 

The execution of labor leaders 
Ehrlich and Alter by the Soviets 
is clinching evidence that, in spite

WITH COLOR

The Fourth Term Issue 

The text for today is Harrison 
E. Spangler’s statement in the 
March issue of The Republican, 
the national party magazine of the 
G. O. P. I quote it in full: 

“The Republican pafty must be 
awake and on its guard as never 
before in its history. The Fourth 
Term is upon us with the shirt- 
tail riders and the bureaucrats, 
faced with loss of their jobs, in 
full cry to build a permanent 
occupancy of the White House. 

“We are thus faced with some 
thing utterly foreign to American 
history and experience. We have 
no precedent* for it, no tradition 
that justifies it. The prolonged 
presidency established a new po- 
litical institution in American life, 
the dynasty. It perpetuates a pow- 
er in office for so extended a per- 
iod as to lessen the representative 
nature of our Republic. 

“Our solemn obligation is to re- 
pel this attack upon the sanctity 
of our political system. And that 
means we cannot let the New 
Deal schemers work in darkness 
as they did in 1939 to obtain the 
Third Term nomination. 

“They will seek to tell the coun- 
try: ‘You must not change horses 
in mid-stream.’ The country will 
reply: ‘We will change horses. We 
want a willing work horse, one 
trained to do his job, and not a 
fractious bronco that runs through 
every gate that it sees — particu- 
larly those opening to the Left’.” 

I have used up a lot of space 
in quoting the entire statement 
because it is a vitally important 
pronouncement. Coming from no 
less an authority than the new 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, it may be as- 
sumed that it represents the con- 
sidered judgment of the biggest 
G. O. P. leaders throughout the 
country. Presumably, it is the key- 
note of the 1944 campaign. Let 
us, therefore, examine it closely 
and consider the effect which it is 
likely to have on the rank and file 
of voters all over the country, re- 
gardless of normal party affilia- 
tion. 

First of all, let’s be absolutely 
honest about this entire subject. 
We must admit that there are 
three classes of voters who will 
read this statement and be influ- 
enced by it. Ardent Roosevelt fol- 
lowers and unswerving Democrats 
will probably vote for the Presi- 
dent anyway. The rest of us fall 
into three categories. First come 
those who are unalterably opposed 
to a fourth term on general prin- 
ciples. These voters would doubt- 
less vote against any incumbent, 
regardless of his merit and re- 
gardless of party affiliation. Sec- 
ondly, we have those who have al- 
ways been hostile to Mr. Roosevelt 
and who have never voted for him 
because they distrust his handling 
of purely domestic issues. Also, 
many of these people, if they are 
honest, will have to admit that 
they have an intense personal dis- 
like for the President. Their op- 
position to the fourth term will 
be a smoke-screen to cover up 
their real reason for fighting him. 
Thirdly, we have that very large 
body of voters who will have mix- 
ed motives behind their bitter op- 
position to another term. These 
voters are quite sincerely oppos- 
ed to an apparently unending suc- 
cession of presidential terms. They 
honestly believe that it represents 
the creation of a political dynasty 
in this country and they want no 
part of it. However, these same 
people are also getting a bit fed 
up with the now familiar Roose- 
velt technique. To use an old 
phrase, they want much more 
business in government and a 
whole lot less government in busi- 
ness. They want fewer Madame 
Perkinses and more Donald Nel- 
sons. They want more Baruch and 
Byrnes appointments and less 
Flynns. They want more assur- 
ance that the freedom of the press 
is NOT seriously threatened; that 
the radio will continue to be free 
in its discussion of purely domes- 
tic policies; that presidential er- 
rors will occasionally be corrected 
before too much serious damage 
has been done; that labor leaders 
will eventually be told where to 
head in and that government by 
directives will not entirely super- 
sede government by legislation. 

What I am trying to say is that 
hundreds of thousands of us will 
have definitely mixed motives 
when we put in our modest oars 
in an endeavor to head off a 
Fourth term. Even so, it has 
amazed me to discover that Mr. 
Roosevelt has accomplished so 
much in the past ten and a half 
years in the White House that 
quite a few Republicans in this 
sector are still undecided as to 
what stand they should take. Un- 
questionably, some of them are 
going to fall for the “Don’t swap 
horses in mid-stream” argument. 

Now, what are some of the weak 
points in the Spangler statement ? 
In the first place, all bureaucrats 
are not necessarily utterly selfish 
and unpatriotic. All of us un- 
doubtedly know some perfectly re- 
spectable citizens who work hard 
for their pay in Washington. They 
doubtless wish to hold their posi- 
tions, if possible, but it is not fair 
to state that they will do anything 
and everything to hang on. Again, 
it seems to me that the opponents 
of a fourth term should remember 
that our President glories in 
breaking precedents. He is a mir- 
acle-worker when it comes to toss- 
ing precedents into the ash-can. 
Let us remember that there was 
no precedent for a Third term, 
either. How much difference did 
that precedent make? Of course, 
as time goes on, it might become 
harder and hurdor to secure an 
election. Nevertheless, I think 
that it might be well to use us 
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WASHINGTON, April 19— Herr 
Dr. Goebbels’ propaganda depart- 
ment has suddenly discovered that 
the United States, Britain and the 
French under Giraud are an even 
greater menace to Nazi Germany 
than is Bolshevik Russia. Unless 
all signs deceive, this change of 
heart is due to the apparent stale- 
mate in the East and Rommel’s 
last-ditch stand to stave off the 
inevitable invasion of Europe. 

Germany knows that the United 
Nations intend to carry the war 
on to German soil. Where and 
when? Only the Allies’ inner 
staff knows. There is a general 
belief in Washington military 
circles that the zero hour will be 
conditioned by the end of opera- 
tions in North Africa. And it 
seems apparent that Germany, 
having failed to beat Russia be- 
fore the threatened invasion, can- 
not now hope to defeat Russia but 
merely hold the Reds at bay — 
if she can — while she deflects 
troops, material and planes from 
the East to strengthen the de- 
fenses 6f her "European fortress”. 
The second front the Nazis scoffed 
at only a few months ago, has be- 
come a tangible reality. 

And the Russians, who for a 
while bore the brunt of the strug- 
gle alone, and bemoaning the fact, 
are now proclaiming their appre- 
ciation of their allies’ efforts. 

Therefore, your correspondents 
are in full agreement with Dr. 
Goebbels. The allied armies in the 
west HAVE become Nazi Ger- 
many’s No. 1 enemies; and while 
the major part of the job remains 
to be done — and its cost in blood 
will be high— Goebbels’ apprehen- 
siveness is one of the most heart- 
ening current aspects of the war.

According to the Magazine of 
Wall Street a lot of people are 
asking “Are we going to have in- 
flation?” That is like asking— in 
the midst of a brisk shower— 
whether it is going to rain. We are 
already having inflation. The only 


pertinent question now is how far 
it will be allowed to go. Only 
the Government can answer that 
question, because how much more 
inflation there is to come in the 
people’s cost of living depends al- 
most entirely on the vigor and 
resolution with which the Govern- 
ment’s economic and financial 
controls, are maintained and ex- 
tended. 

If you are not aware that infla- 
tion is already with us, note the 
Department of Commerce esti- 
mate that the consuming public 
spent $81,900,000,000 for goods 
and services in 1942 or $7,300,- 
000,000 more than in 1941 — but 
got no more for their money on 
the whole than the year before. In 
short, the increased spending 
merely pushed prices up. The 
people spent 9.8 per cent more 
money, but the cost of living 
(Conference Board index) was 9.8 
per cent higher than in 1941. The 
fact that it was a neck-and-neck 
race is deceptive. This year there 
is still more money for consumers 
to spend but much less goods than 
last year. 

The lesson is very clear. In the 
problem of inflation control the 
most difficult period is still ahead 
of us. The present controls leave 
much to be desired so far as effec- 
tiveness is concerned — yet even 
these remain under persistent at- 
tack by certain blocs in Congress.

To Be Given Real 
Farm Training 

Fifty selected boys of junior 
high school age from the schools 
of Newton and other Greater 
Boston cities and towns are to be 
given a four weeks’ course of 
practical farming training this 
summer at The Farm and Trades 
School, according to the an- 
nouncement of the Headmaster 
William M. Meacham. The fun- 
damental purpose Is to aid in the 
war effort. 

This private school for well- 
recommended boys was established 
in 1814, and has been located on 
Thompson’s Island, in Boston 
Harbor, since its purchase in 1932, 
and with an area of 157 acres is 
well equipped to make this step 
as another of its pioneer move- 
ments in practical education. 

A pioneer in woodworking and 
printing, and in the establish- 
ment of the first boys’ band, it was 
also the first school in America 
to adopt farm training as a basis 
of practical education for boys, 
and it had a well-organized pro- 
gram of culture many years be- 
fore such work was recognized as 
fundamental in the lives of youth. 

Here a textbook on agricul- 
ture was published in 1841 and 
the Boston Public Library has the 
only known copy in existence, as 
an example of America’s first 
textbook of lower than college 
grade agriculture. 

The Farm and Trades School 
produces all its milk from its 
herd of 50 prize Guernseys and 
all its eggs from a laying flock of 
600, as well as most of its veg- 
etables, fruit, beef, pork and 
poultry. The boys work with a 
staff of trained farm instructors 
in this great production and in the 
butchering and cutting of meat 
and processing milk in the mod- 
ern dairy at this farm school. 

This new summer program will 
give more boys the opportunity 
of having basic farm training. 
The boys will live at the school 
in the new dormitories provided 
largely by funds from the Charles 
Hayden Foundation. Several 
hours each day will be devoted to 
swimming, athletics, scouting, and 
band music.

LEWIS ADDRESSES 
NEWTON BANKERS

Miss Trainer, Direc- 
tor of Sales, a graduate of the 
Perkins Institute for the Blind and 
of the State Teachers’ College, 
expressed appreciation of the cor- 
dial welcome and assistance al- 
ways given to her work by the 
women of Newton in these annual 
sales.

ways be needed for the many 
home workers who are not for- 
tunate enough to be able to do 
this. She pointed out that Work 
for the civilian blind laid the 
foundation for the rehabilitation 
work necessary for the war blind 
and will again play a large part 
after the present conflict. 

There will be no other sale for 
the blind in or around Boston dur- 
ing this spring, so this will be the 
only opportunity to purchase 
needed household articles and 
gifts as well as to help in a worthy 
cause. Funds resulting from the 
sale go to the blind makers of the 
at tides sold.

For Radio Work 

The U. S. Maritime Service an- 
nounces, as part of the War Ship- 
ping Administration program for 
training 3,000 radio operators a 
year, leasing part of the former 
Otto H. Kahn estate near Hunt- 
ington, Long Island, N. Y., for a 
preliminary radio school. 

This station will accommodate

Each scene had its ow r n sermon to 
deliver, and after a while one 
began to feel like a heathen who 
was being converted to a new way 
of thinking in spite of himself 
because of the persistence of the 
agitator. 

But occasionally, when the audi- 
ence was allowed to forget puri- 
fication of the soul for an instant, 
the particular merits, or rather 
demerits, of the cast stood out.. 
Fay Bainter, in her usual role of j 
the understanding mother, wore 
the sheepish smile of the martyr 
who glories in her sorrows 
throughout the whole picture. 
There is no doubt that she was 
particularly suited for such a part 
in such a picture. Any realism | 
at all that may be found in the 
movie was the vice of drinking 
that characterized Willie Grogan, 
played by Frank Morgan. Even 
then the moral came shining 
through. Mr. Grogan died partly 
from old age hut mostly from 
overindulgence. 

But even these characters, with 
their righteousness or moralizing 
were tolerable, until Saroyan 
delves into the portrayal of the 
rich. Here one shuddered with 
disgust at the impossibility of such 
silliness and feigned stupidity sym- 
bolizing the "idle rich.” The

Lend-Lease Makes Good 


The War Information Division 
of the office of United States Re- 
gional Director Joseph M. Lough 
l ? n, First Civilian Defense Area, 
with headquarters in Boston, co- 
operating with other government 
agencies, has issued a list of 12 
"don’ts” for victory gardeners. 

The "don’ts’’ follow: 

1. Don't start what you can't 
finish. Abandoned gardens are a 
waste of materials and labor. 

2. Don't waste good seed on 
bad soli. Places in cities where 
weeds flourish are good garden 
spots. 

3. Don’t work ground too soon. 
Make sure the ground is dry 
enough to cultivate. 

4. Don’t run rows up and down 
a hill. Be sure that they are hor- 
izontal along the side of the hill. 

5. Don't use too much seed. 
Learn how to space the seed you 
use. 

6. Don’t plant too much of one 
thing. Plant a variety of things. 

7. Don’t let the tall crops shade 
the short ones. Growing things 
must get sun. 

8. Don’t wield too heavy a hoe. 

Shallow cultivation is the rule for 
gardens. 

9. Don’t spare the water. Thor- 
ough soaking when the ground is 
dry pushes to the roots and keeps 
them down. 

10. Don’t let the weed crop 
win. Instead of dreaming about 
luscious vegetables, keep working. 

11. Don’t let the bugs beat you 
to It. Be ready with spray gun 
and duster and proper ammuni- 
tion. 

12. Don’t let anything go to 

waste. If your garden yields more 
than you need, give others the sur- 
plus or preserve it.

Lend-lease gives to the United 
States as well as takes from it 
Br tain rushed anti-aircraft 
guns to the Panama Canal and 
sent barrage balloons to guard 
the Cal fornia coast when the 
Japs struck at Pearl Harbor. 

Two-thirds of the warships and 
transports used in our North 
African landings were furnished 
by Britain— 160 British Sp tfires, 
100 m les of portable airfield run- 
ways, 130 reconnaissance boats, 
over a half million anti-tank 
mines and grenades. 

Australia and New Zealand are 
fac ng serious food shortages in 
order to feed American troops, i 
Australia has supplied: 26 mil- 
lion pounds of meat; 20 million 
pounds of potatoes; 25 million 
pounds of fruit; 5 % million quarts 
of milk. 

New Zealand has supplied: 16 
m llion pounds of meat; 1% mil- 
lion dozen eggs; 2 million pounds 
of butter; 3 mill on pounds of su- 
gar.

Great Britain is furnishing food, 
fuel, medical suppl es and mil- 
lions of blankets and socks; is 
providing our troops with trans- 
portation, housing, hospitals, air 
fields, repair depots, etc. 

Lend-lease money is spent in the 
United States 
Much lend-lease money has 
gone to American farmers, labor- 
ers and businessmen who have 
produced the food, the planes, the 
tanks, and other supplies. 

$550 million of lend-lease mon- 
ey has been spent to build and ex- 
pand American plants — Ford tank 
and aircraft engine factories at 
Willow Run, Dearborn and High- 
land Park, the Chrysler tank ar- 
senal, the Boeing, Douglas, Bell 
Aircraft, various shipyards. 

Lend-lease money has helped to 
develop American processes for 
dehydrating foods. Eggs, milk and 
meat are being shipped in pow- 
dered form to our troops and al- 
lies, saving vital shipping space 
for tanks, planes, guns. 

Lend-lease is not the major cause 
Chief causes of food shortages 
have been: Increased s ze of the 
Army and Navy (a soldier eats 
25 per cent more than a civilian). 
Increased civil ; an demands (due 
to higher incomes). 

Only 7 per cent of the U. S. 
food output in 1942 was exported 
under lend-lease. 1943 demands 
will be much h gher. Per cent of 
some products lend-leased was 
high, others low.

On Tax Problems 


Among matters discussed at 
the meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce was House Bill 550 
sponsored by Tax Commissioner 
Henry F. Long. This bill removes 
the exemptions a person now has 
on his State income tax for taxes 
paid to the United States, any 
other Nation, or any State or 
County. It is in direct opposition 
to the statements of the Governor 
that there should be no new taxes 
this year. It will increase taxes 
to hundreds of thousands of Mass* 
achusetts citizens at a time when 
they do not as yet know what 
their Federal Taxes are to be; it 
is an entering wedge for more 
new taxes. The Board went on rec- 
ord as strongly opposed to the 
legislation. 

The Secretary reported that the 
City of Newton had won a place 
on the National Health Honor 
Roll for the year 1942. 1942 was 
the fifth consecutive year that the 
City had won the award; for the 
years 1938, 1939 and 1940 the 
competition was with Cities of 
from 50 to 100 thousand; for the 
years 1941 and 1942 the competi- 
tion was with all the Cities of 
the country. So far as we know 
no other City has won the honor 
for so many years, certainly not 
for five years in a row.

To Name Vessel 
For Lt. Amesburv 


From a wistful youth who spent 
every minute of his leisure time 
building model airplanes to a Na- 
val flier who lost his life in the 
landing operations at Casablanca 
constitutes a brief span in the ac- 
tive life of a greater Boston youth 
who was a Boston University stu- 
dent, and a popular employee of a 
Boston newspaper. 

It is the story of Lt. (j.g.) Stan- 
ton Morgan Amesbury, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter R. Amesbury, 
Aubumdale, in whose memory the 
Navy Department will name a de- 
stroyer-escort vessel which is now 
under construction at the Bethle- 
hem Hingham Shipyard. The 
launching date is scheduled for 
about May 22. 

After his graduation from the 
Newton High School, where he 
shone as a track star, Lieutenant 
Amesbury attended Bryant and 
Sltratton, securing a position soon 
after graduation in the advertis- 
ing department of a Boston paper 
(Globe). Following in his father’s 
footsteps, the youngest Amesbury 
entered the Boston University 
Evening College of Commerce in 
Sept. 1936, expecting to receive a 
B.B.A. degree upon graduation. 
The war interrupted his plans, 
however, and in the spring follow- 
ing the events at Pearl Harbor, 
Stan Amesbury enlisted as a Na- 
val Aviation Cadet. His bride of a 
year ago, the former Janice E. 
Kenney of West Medford, and 
their 3-months-old daughter, have 
been asked by the Navy Depart- 
ment to sponsor the new vessel, 
the U.S.S. Amesbury. 

As a Naval Aviation Cadet, he 
received his preliminary flight 
training at Squantum, and then 
he was sent in turn to Jackson- 
ville and Miami. Florida, and Nor- 
folk, Virginia. In February, 1942, 
he received his commission as en- 
sign. and a month later, due partly 
to the basic training he had re- 
ceived as a civilian pilot, he was 
promoted to the rank of lieuten- 
ant (j.g.) 

While working as an assistant 
accountant in the advertising de- 
partment of the Boston Globe, Lt. 
Amesbury had fallen in love and 
become engaged to a co-worker 
in the same department. Janice 
E. Kenney, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles T. Kenney, 14 Usher 
rd.. West Medfprd. 

A month after receiving his 
commission, the couple were mar- 
ried at the Naval Air Base, Nor- 
folk, Va. Mrs. Amesbury stayed 
cVi with her husband in Virginia 
while he was stationed on the air- 
craft carrier Oceania. In October 
of 1942, Lt. Amesbury received 
overseas orders. It was while pi- 
loting a fighter plane in the first 
days of the invasion of North 
Africa that he was shot down by 
anti-aircraft fire. 

As yet, his wife and parents 
have not been officially notified 
as to the circumstances surround- 
ing Lt. Amesbury’s death, or to 
the exact reason for the honoring 
of his name in the launching of 
a naval ship. 

At the invitation of Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox, the 
flier’s widow has been asked to 
sponsor the 300 foot escort-vessel, 
to be named the U.S.S. Amesbury. 
Also present at the exercises will 
be the flier’s 3-month-old daugh- 
ter, Jane Stanton Amesbury, who 
has never seen her daddy, and 
relatives and close friends of Lieu- 
tenant Amesbury.

This Week, 
This World 

by Ted Friend 


PROOF THAT A PEOPLE is 
politically mature, and is there- 
fore the safe custodian of the 
mechanisms of democracy, is its 
readiness to accept and make al- 
lowances for its dissident ele- 
ments. The Bill of Rights of the 
United States not only guaran- 
tees minority groups equal justice 
under the law, it also shields mal- 
evolent groups in their destruc- 
tive machinations. 

It was precisely because the 
German people had not reached 
that point of political maturity 
which enabled its majority to tol- 
erate the inconveniences of di- 
vergent opinion that the Weimar 
republ c fell and Nazism came 
into power. National laziness 
will always find an obliging despot 
~n hand who is ready to take 
over. 

The American democracy, as 
any other democracy, is not a 
perfect state organism which op- 
erates without strain or pain. It 
doesn’t just float through the 
breeze with the greatest of ease 
performing manifold wonders. 
Keeping Democracy in working 
order is a hard job which re- 
quires everlast ng and loving at- 
tention. And the biggest part of 
the hard job is putting up with 
the works of the practitioners of 
evil who, for the money of it or 
the neurotic self-satisfaction of 
it, are a curse and a pestilence to 
the body politic. 

There is no nation on earth 
that is all silk and a yard wide. 
The moral, social and political 
backwardness of some of our own 
dear Southern states, as a case in 
point, matches the worst of any 
nation, either democratic or ab- 
solution^, anywhere in the 
world. The Copperheadism of the 
kept press is another disgrace 
and danger to the American peo- 
ple. The recurring activity of 
the Ku Klux Klan; the popularity 
of quack social and religious nos- 
trums, including the not so late 
and lamented "Ham and Eggs 
Movement,” which all but swept 
the West Coast off its feet; the 
agricultural lobbyists and indus- 
trial Bourbons; the professional 
Red-batters as well as profession- 
al Reds; the strike-breakers and 
errant labor leaders may all make 
one wonder if democracy is worth 
the trouble. How much easier 
it would be to undemocratically 
wipe all of them from the face 
of the earth! 

And yet it is worth it! Just 
as a Giraud rose from out of 
V chy ashes to redeem the mean- 
ing of prostrate France, just as a 
Churchill came forth to gird Brit- 
ish valor as it stood under the 
hammer blows of the enemy, just 
as an Ataturk stood up to mod- 
ernize a decadent Turkey and a 
Chiang Kai-shek rose to unify 
his people so that they might 
hold off aggression, so will 
equally enlightened leaders, re- 
flecting and personify ng the will 
of the people, come forth from 
the fertile soil of America to 
hold the democratic shield aloft. 
A Roosevelt today, a Willk e to- 
morrow; a Stassen the next day, 
a Saltonstall the day after that 

America will have loyal sons 
enough to reflect its glory. 

Faint hearts should not shrink 
in fear, though they may rightly 
blush w th shame, when puny lit- 
tle men such as Rep. John E. Ran- 
kin of Mississippi rise in steady 
monotony to besmirch the bas e 
idealism that is America. The his- 
tory of the United States shows 
many Rankins — and Rep. Clare 
Hoffmans, and Sen. Robert E. 
Reynolds, and Charlie Coughl.ns 
and Gerald K. Smiths — and it 
shows them, for all their noise 
and bluster, as abject failures. 
And as long as the United States 
is a democracy it will unfortu- 
nately have its filthy little dema- 
gogs, subversivists and confusion- 
ists- its Joe McWilliamses, Court 
Ashers, E. J. Gamers, Ralph 
Townsends and Patrick Scanlons. 
And of course it will have its 
lady purveyors of fascism such 
as Mrs. Ethel Groen, Mrs. Ruth 
Z nk, Mrs. E. J. Johannignan and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling. 

That such tripe can be tolera- 
ted, particularly in war time, is 
proof that the foundat ons of the 
republic are strong and that the 
watchword of the people is not 
"Discouragement” but "Vigi- 
lance.” »

POLITICS 

WITH COLOR 

By P. W. O. 

Another Angle on 1944 Election* 

First of all, let me make a sug- 
gestion to all those who have a 
genuine interest in politics. Get 
the habit of listening to some of 
the better-known broadcasters in 
the evening hours. You will fre- 
quently pick up some interesting 
points which do not appear in the 
newspapers. For example, a week 
ago one of our more thoughtful 
and conservative radio commenta- 
tors made the prediction that the 
Republican national convention in 
1944 might have a surprising cli- 
max, as follows: Wendell L. Will- 
kie and Gov. Bricker may con- 
ceivably become deadlocked after 
a number of ballots and their sup- 
porters may move off in different 
directions. Willkie’s friends may 
decide to back Gov. Stassen of 
Minnesota and Bricker’s backers 
may give Gov. Dewey of New 
York a boost. It is, of course, a 
matter of common knowledge that 
Willkie, Stassen, our own Gover- 
nor, Leverett Saltonstall, Sinclair 
Weeks, Treasurer of the G.O.P. 
National Committee and many 
other prominent Republicans see 
eye to eye on a great many vital 
issues today. Consequently it 
would be quite natural for these 
men to shift from Willkie to Stas- 
sen at such time as it proved to 
be hopeless to put Willkie across. 
A shift from Bricker to Dewey, 
on the other hand, does not seem 
quite so plausible, despite Brick- 
er’s apparent friendliness toward 
the New Yorker. Recently, how- 
ever, these two big-shots conferred 
at some length. Personally, I fail 
to see what these gentlemen have 
in common, unless it is a desire 
to be rid of Willkie who towers 
above both of them. 

Now, there is one big hitch in 
connection with all this. Gov. Stas- 
sen will, presumably, be serving in 
the Navy when the convention is 
held and Gov. Dewey has stated 
with due solemnity that he is NOT 
a candidate for President and that 
he will finish his four-year term 
as Governor. So, unless there is 
an overwhelming demand from 
the people for one or both candi- 
dacies, it does not seem probable 
that we shall be asked to choose 
between these two statesmen. 

Consider, now, what our own 
Bill Cunningham had to say last 
Sunday about Wendell L. Willkie’s 
tremendous popularity down 
South. Cunningham did some rath- 
er extensive political research in 
that important area and came to 
the conclusion that Willkie was 
the only Republican candidate who 
would have a ghost of a chance. 
Southerners look upon President 
Roosevelt and Willkie as the two 
outstanding statesmen in the 
country today. They would prefer 
to have one of these two men as 
their President. They consider 
Gov. Bricker of Ohio to be the 
weakest possible candidate the G. 
O. P. could nominate. Gov. Stas- 
sen of Minnesota is relatively un- 
known and Gov. Dewey of New 
York is considered "too pretty” 
and too indelibly stamped as a 
typical New Yorker. 

Do my readers see the connec- 
tion between the radio broadcast- 
er’s comments and the Cunning- 
ham analysis? Here is the tie-in. 
In order to win the election, it is 
obvious that the Republicans must 
nominate a candidate who can 
split the solid South. Mathematic- 
ally speaking, it is, of course, pos- 
sible to beat Mr. Roosevelt with- 
out carrying a single Southern 
state. As a matter of practical 
politics, however, it would be a 
rather miraculous happening. If 
Cunningham is correct, neither 
Stassen nor Dewey would get to 
first-base. Therefore, unless the 
G. O. P. can dig up another dark- 
horse like Willkie, who descended 
from the heavens like a comet in 
1940, it appears that Willkie him- 
self will have to be nominated. 
And don’t forget that the Demo- 
crats themselves are in just as 
bad a pickle. There isn’t a soul in 
sight, EXCEPT FOR Mr. Roose- 
velt, who would have a burglar's 
chance against Willkie, provided 
the election should be held today. 

Summing up, each party has one 
man and only one man who has 
more than an outside chance to be 
elected President. Will the Demo- 
crats nominate Mr. Roosevelt, de- 
spite the approaching furore 
against a fourth-term and despite 
the mounting criticism of his 
handling of vital domestic issues? 
Also, will the Republicans nomin- 
ate Willkie, despite his obvious un- 
popularity with many of the so- 
called big-shots in the Republican 
party? I wish I knew the answers. 
One thing, however, is certain. 
Wendell Willkie faces just as 
tough an assignment in winning 
the G.O.P. nomination as he faced 
in his courageous attempt to un- 
seat Mr. Roosevelt in 1940. 

Finally, I recommend that all 
my readers, regardless of party 
affiliation, read very carefully the 
new Willkie book, "One World", 
which has already sold over 500,- 
000 copies. Even tho’ you may not 
be a Willkie fan, you will be im- 
pressed by the endorsement of 
the book by such brilliant think- 
ers as William L. Shirer, Walter 
Lippman, Raymond Clapper, John 
Gunther und others of equal note. 
Surely, if Gunther labels the book 
"must reading", it must be reason- 
ably worth-while. 

Chlld-Lubor In Massachusetts

Washington — Dispatches from 
correspondents in Tunisia, plus 
categorical statements by others 
in authority are belatedly reveal- 
ing the complete harmony exist- 
ing between the British, French 
and American troops in the North 
African theatre of war. 

Certain notions and misconcep- 
tions erroneously held by many 
American observers about the part 
the French, under General Gir- 
aud, are playing in Tunisia, must 
in view of these reports be speed- 
ily cast from the minds of those 
who still doubt the loyalty of these 
French officers and men to the 
Allied cause. 

The news of the heroic death 
of General Edouard Welvert, 
Commander of the Constantine 
D. vision of the French Army in 
Tunisia, comes as further evidence 
of the ardor with which French- 
men in North Africa are fighting 
the Axis. 

Dispatches concerning the 
death of General Welvert men- 
tion but briefly the facts sur- 
rounding the loss of this fighting 
soldier of France, but informa- 
tion culled from official sources 
has provided us with an epic of 
loyalty and courage seldom 
equalled in the annals of war. 

General Welvert had been op- 
erating in behalf of United Na- 
tions forces since the Allied in- 
vasion of North Africa in Novem- 
ber, 1942. Upon his reception of 
the news of the American and 
Brit'sh landings, he immediately 
issued his first order, calling for re- 
sistance — but resistance to any at- 
tempt by the Axis to land rein- 
forcements in the area under his 
command. With th s pronounce- 
ment he threw himself and his 
troops whole-heartedly into the 
fight. Although seriously ham- 
pered by a lack of modem fight- 
ing equipment and speedy trans- 
port, he compensated for these 
shortages with additional skill and 
bravery. Placing himself at the 
head of his troops, he established 
contact with the enemy. His 
tira lleurs constantly harassed the 
railroads which were being used 
to bring German troops to the 
front and accounted for the de- 
struction of many enemy armored 
vehicles at Kebili, Sfax, Gabes 
and Kairouan. Throughout these 
act ons the only armored materiel 
j at the disposal of Welvert’s 
j forces dated from the first World 
i War. 

After the Allied retreat of Faid 
I Pass, She tla and Gafsa to Rom- 
I mel’s Afrika Korps, Welvert per- 
| sonally directed, with the aid of 
American paratroopers under the 
command of Colonel Edson D. 
Raff, the recapture of those three 
strategic points, and, bolstered by 
American av ation, successfully 
opposed all enemy counter-actions 
i in this sector. 

i With Allied control of Faid, 

I Gafsa and Sheitla assured, Wel- 
vert turned to the confi ct raging 


in the north of Tunisia. Driving 
his soldiers through the Ousseltia 
Valley, he smashed German posi- 
tions in the Djeloula Pass, and 
had pushed on to within fifteen 
miles of Kairouan, where he was 
killed while leading an advanced 
battalion. 

Dispatches .emanating from the 
Tunisian front attest to the fear- 
lessness of the French troops 
under fire. The heavy losses suf- 
fered by the Giraud armies, which 
number at present approximately 
60,000 prove the measure of their 
part in the battle for Tunisia and 
the eagerness with which they la- 
bor for the restoration France. 

At Medej-el-Bab they fought 
the advanc ng Germans long be- 
fore the British First Army ar- 
rived, retiring in order when their 
pitifully small supply of ammuni- 
tion was depleted. At the same 
point later, French artillery crews 
stood their ground while Amer- 
ican tanks roared past in retreat 
and crack Brit sh infantry fell 
back, refusing to move, and thus 
preventing a possible Allied disas- 
ter. The accuracy of these 
French "seventy-five” crews has 
been an important factor in re- 
cent Allied gains. 

Although French troops are now 
receiving modem equipment and 
will receive more, their first en- 
gagements with the enemy were 
carried out with only antiquated 
rifles and machine guns. For 
transport they had only the pack 
mule. Still, under these aggra- 
vating conditions, the courage of 
the French troops knew no lim- 
its. New and powerful weapons 
will triple the striking force of 
these fighting men. 

The work of the Giraud forces 
in the Tunisian campaign has not, 
however, gone without its praise. 
One British officer remarked re- 
cently to an American corre- 
spondent in the Ousseltia Valley 
sector, "I hope you’ll tell the 
world what grand fellows these 
French fighting soldiers are.” 
This, too, is proof of thte manner 
in which Frenchmen have been 
fighting side by side, hand in hand 
with American and British forces. 
General Dwight Eisenhower has 
always contended that without 
the French the issue in Tunisia 
would be a far different one. It 
is commendation of this sort which 
has come to allay the doubts of 
the few who may not consider ef- 
fectual the French teamwork 
which has been a ding the Allied 
cause. 

Fighting men, however, must 
have fighting leaders. Such a one 
was General Edouard Welvert, be- 
loved of his men, a model officer 
whose personality and knowledge 
of mil tary tactics have been the 
driving force behind many of the 
repeated Allied successes. 

The records of the North Afri- 
can campaign will reveal many 
more heroes of Welvert’s sort. 
These are the men who shall re- 
store France to her destiny.

The 
schools have been conducted at 
the Carr School, Newtonville, 
Stearns School, Newton, and Em- 
erson School, Newton Upper Falls, 

The nursery schools were to 
have been closed in February 
when other branches of the WPA 
expired, but a request for their 
extension was granted because the 
city had applied for federal funds 
to operate nursery schools under 
the Lanham Act to aid mothers 
engaged in war work. 

A survey of the children at 
tending these schools has re- 
vealed that of the 90 children 
attending them only 32 would be 
eligible to attend nursery schools 
under the Lanham Act by reason 
of the fact that their mothers are 
employed in war plants.- A city- 
wide survey conducted by a com- 
mittee representing social agen- 
cies failed to reveal any definite 
demand or pressing need for 
nursery schools. 

Each of the nursery schools has 
been staffed by two teachers and 
a cook, and nutritious meals were 
served to the children. The ses-
